Applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable over the prior art of record as the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest that a first parallel data highway using all sixteen of its time slots for transferring 
data to and from an external parallel data highway; a second parallel data highway using eight of its time 
slots to transfer data to and from a digital signal processor (DSP) and using eight of its time slots to 
interface with telephone interface components; a third parallel data highway using nine of its time slots 
for high-level data link controlling (HDLC) controllers, using three of its time slots to transfer data to and 
from a second processor, and using four of its time slots for carrying data received and for transmission 
over the wireless interface, said transmission data being transmitted over four traffic channels.
